cope with mounting costs of ADC welfare in the county. 
Senator Zollar said ADC cases in the county now arc growing 
at a rate of almost 1.-100 new families a year. He Raid 104 
new families went on public welfare in June and 113 more 
joined in July.

Direclor Houston said funds can he made available to add 


one coordinator in the county social services department 
whose job will be to handle child support mailers at the 
department level 
Funds also will be made available for 


one or two assistants in the county prosecutor's office lo 
initiate legal steps against laggard fathers of ADC recipients, 
ami lor reinforcement personnel in the friend of the court 
office to enforce (be collection of court-ordered support pay- 
ments. 


Houston said be expects the pi.igram can be put into full 


operation by Oct. 1. 
Zollar and members of the social services committee of 


the Area Resources Improvement Council (ARIC) .said counly 
officials have indicated their backing foV a program that will 
force fathers of welfare cases to live up lo their financial 
responsibility for their own children. 


Hollar said a breakdown of the u.1) new families added to 


ADC rolls in Bcrricn in .Inly showed (bat family breakup 
(divorce, separation and desertion) accounted for 5:! cases, 
illegitimacy for 34, unemployment for 13, incapacitation for 
8 and death for r>.

Zollar said .some of Hie rapid rise in ADC cases is resulting 


from the fact that some governmental and private agencies 
are actually recruiting and encouraging people to gel on 
(he welfare rolls. 


Two agencies mentioned by name were Tn-Cap, the local 


i 
anti-poverty agency supported by government funds, and 
the United Migrant Opportunities, Inc.. a private group fi- 
nanced by public anti-poverty funds. 


While (ho main focus of the meeting, held at the ARIC 


offices in Benlon Harbor, was on improving child support 
collections, Ilic discussion ranged over much of the gamut 
of welfare problems. 
Sirs. Lois l.anionl. diirctor of program development for 


the stale social services department said ADC cash grants 
plus side benefits are the equivalent of a job paying S3 per 
hour.

indicated that -1(10 persons were referred from the county 
social services department as being eligible for employment 
training. Of these. 200 have already gone through tho WIN 
program. Only 2f> have been placed in employment 


Howard Soiislcy. coordinator of employment services for 


the slate social services department, told the group of plans 
lo trv to direct welfare applicants lo training and employment 
when they first apply for welfare. The longer a person is on 
wt'lfare. he said, the less favorably he is inclined toward 
making the effort lo lie employed. 


Houston said the number of appeals — lo gel on welfare

at the George Behrends residence 
in New Buffalo. Behrends last 
year became chairman of what 
was called the United Republi- 
cans. As measured in today's 
public preference for a moderate 
position, the United Republicans 
are 180 degrees to the right of 
Goldwater. 


We recall not too many years 


ago when Paul Bagwell, the MSU 
professor, took a fling at Soapy 
Williams. The GOP 'bigwigs be- 
came miffed at Bagwell and shut 
off the purse strings. Probably 
Soapy would have won regardless 
of how well Bagwell was support- 
ed financially, but the spoilers 
took the precaution of making 
sure their own party member 
would never bother them again. 


This spoil sport act is not the 


prerogative of either party or of 
any state organization. 


It is simply a damn shame that 


some people really prefer to cut 
off their noses to spite their 
faces. 


If Huber picks up his marbles 


and goes home this time, Hart's 
victory is assured and we would 
want long odds on Milliken re- 
pelling Sandy Levin. 


But if such a caper elevates 


.Huber later on beyond where he 
is at now, then future primary 
candidates will be trying to make 
certain they lose the elimination 
contest. 


Cholera Appears 


Outbreaks of cholera, a po- 


tentially 
deadly disease, 
have 


been reported in several Asian 
and African countries, including 
Syria, Egypt South Korea and 
Soviet Central Asia. A hardier 
strain than some cholera viruses 
of the past, the new wave of 
cases could reach epidemic pro- 
portions in Asia, North Africa 
and Latin America before it is 
contained, according to an of- 
ficial of the bacterial diseases 
branch of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service's center for 
disease control in Atlanta. 


Cholera is an 
old ailment, 


caused p r i n c i p a l l y by con- 
taminated water and food and 
usually found in India, Pakistan 
and other parts of Asia. Pan- 
demics of the disease in the past 
have occurred in Europe and 
North America, although not for 
.1 number of years. There were 
several cases in New Mexico this 
year. 


The 
continued 
existence of 


infectious d i s e a s e s such as 
cholera pose an added problem in 
the jet age. Passengers flying 
from one continent to another 
may literally be worlds away in a 
matter of hours, long before 
siirns of n disease such as cholera 
mav appear. 


Filamentary medical care and 


siinifirv 
conditions can reduce 


Hie death rate from cholera to 
less than 1 nprrent. hut untreat- 
ed it can kill as high as 60 per- 
cent of its victims. 


A special alert i,s needed now 


to keen the disease from spread- 
in^ beyond those areas already 
infected.

The backbone of 
good card play, offensive or 
defensive, rests on the simple 
but often neglected foundation 
that each player starts with 13 
cards. 


Here is the type of situation 


that sometimes comes up. West 
leads a diamond against four 
spades. Declarer wins and plays 
the ace and another spade, los- 
ing to the king. 


West tries to cash the queen 


ol diamonds, but declarer ruffs. 
South then enters dummy with 
a 
trump 
and tries to clut 


finesse which loses to the king. 


If West, seeing dummy's long 


clubs, now gets nervous and 
impetuously leads the ace ol 
hearts because he is afraid that 
South will discard his heart 
losers on the clubs, he hands 
declarer the contract. 


West may make this play 


because he thinks that his only 
chance of defeating the contract 
is to find East with the king of 
hearts, but this reasoning is 
unsound, to say the least. West 
should return a club instead. 
This play cannot possibly lose. 


West has at his beck and call 


all the information he requires 
to make the club return com- 
pletely 
safe. 
He knows that 


South started with 
precisely 


five 
spades 
and 
a diamond, 


leaving him with seven cards in 
hearts and clubs. 


If South has three clubs, he 


must have four hearts; if he 
has four clubs, he must have 
three hearts; 
if he has five 


clubs, he must have two hearts. 
In all these cases, South cannot 
possibly escape whatever num- 
ber 
of heart losers he may 


have. 


West's only correct procedure 


is to stand pat and let nature 
take its course. The danger that 
South's heart losers will disap- 
pear 
is more apparent than 
real.
